They are not of viscose 
yarns, for synthetic tires have first 
claim on the viscose. Stockings made 
from acetate are just as serviceable, 
they say, as those made from viscose 
yarns, provided they receive the 
game care. Washing after every 
wearing and drying away from direct 
heat for at least 36 hours are two 
“musts” in making rayon stockings 
last.

Retailers Claim, Should 
Tax Co-op Savings 


TORONTO—Continuation of the 
present freedom from taxation en- 
joyed by, consumer co-operatives 
would be grossly unfair not only to 
competing retail merchants but to 
ali other income taxpayers and would 
deprive Canada of tax revenue to 
which it is justly entitled, according 
to a brief presented here this week 
by the Canadiah Retail Federation 
to the Royal Commission now invest- 
igating taxation of co-operatives, 

Representing the views of the 
15,000 members of the Retail Mer- 
chants: Association of Canada, of 
department stores, chain store or- 
ganizations and members of various 
retail trade associations, the brief 
wtatéy” tunt consumer 
are no longer true co-operatives ef- 
fecting “savings” for their. members 
but are now trading enterprises 
identical in all respects with retail 
business. The-so-called “savngs” of 
the co-operatives are profits in the 
true and ordinary sense and as such 
should be subject to the same taxes 
as are paid by ordinary trading en- 
terprises, it is maintained.
